They were 
told to return Thursday morning.

Phone became so objectionable that 
Miss Matthews reported the matter to 
her father. This she did after the boy 
had called for her on the telephone 
from the McDannold Hotel, 5017 Delmar 
boulevard. Miss Matthews was sick at 
the time and her sister was sent to an- 
swer the call.

Box of 2500 Cigarettes Found 
at Man’s Deathbed.

HAMMOND, Ind., Dec. 12.—Julius Per- 
sky, 46 years old, a cigarette fiend, is 
dead at his boarding house in this city, 
and at the inquest which was _ held 
over his body some startling facts were 
revealed. His friends say that he 


smoked on an average nearly 100 cigar- 
ettes a day for 30 years, and has proba- 
bly consumed nearly half a million of 
them. He bought them in 7000 lots. Per- 
sky was employed at the W. B. Conkey 
plant. He was never without a cigar- 
ette in his mouth. 

By his deathbed a box of 2500 cigar- 
ettes was found. His death was agoniz- 
ing. He arose to go to his work and after 
smoking a cigarette, complained o} a 
pain in his heart, His landlady wanted to 
send for a doctor, but he said a cigar- 
ette would ‘‘fix’’ him. It did. He fell 
on the bed and doubled up in a cramp 
and died befpre medical aid could reach 
him. During the past two months he 
had been able to eat but little, hayv- 
ing lived enti on- tes--and 
mixture of water and pure alcohol. 


MISER STARVES TO DEATH. 


Body Found Surrounded by 
Bags of Gold.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 12.—The fa-|! 


mous case brought by Augustus Hartje, 
the millionaire paper manufacturer, 
aguinst Mary Scott Hartje, in which he, 
named Coachman Thomas Madine as | 
co-respondent, was today decided in fa-| 
vor of Mrs. Hartje. 

Judge Fraser denied the petition of 
the complainant, but makes no refer- 
ence to the question of alimony. The 
children are to remain in the custody 
of Mrs. Hartje until a further order of 
court. The court costs must be made 
by Hartje. Hartje’s counsel announced 





the case would be appealed. 

The case aroused pubtic- interest all 
over the country. Hearing of the tes- 
timony took nearly five weeks. The 
hattle centered in the production of a 
series of letters alleged to have been 
written bv the wife to Thomas Madine, 
the coachman of the family. For five 
weeks handwriting experts gave their 
opinion on the authenticity of these let- 
ters. 

During the trial Mr. Hartfje and John 
S Welshons, his friend, .together with 
“lufford Hooe, colored, a former coach- 
man of Hartie’s, was arrested on 
charges of conspiracv. Hone was also

Hartic began the divorce case last 
October, first naming a negro coachman 
as co-respondent. On Oct. 26 he got an 
order of court to take the negro’s testi- 
mony as an oufgoing witness. The next 
day the negro’s statement was taken in 
the office of Edward Hartje, an attor- 
ney and brother of the libellant. It was 
the most hideous recital of alleged rela- 
tions with a white woman that was ever 


breathed by any man; white or black. 
and Hartje listened to it and prepared 
to use it in his suit. The negro disap- 
peared that night and some months later 
was arrested by detectives in the em- 
ploy of Mrs. Hartje’s father. He con- 





fessed that he had perjured himself in 
making that statement and that Hartje 
had hired him to do so. He was brought 
back to this city and lodged in jail. 


Coachman Then Named. 


Hartje then named Thomas Madine. 
his white coachman and successor to 
Hooe, the colored man, as a co-respon- 
dent, and it is to Madine the letters 
read in court are alleged to have been 
written. Madine denies he ever received 
a letter from Mrs. Hartje,. and Mrs. 
Hartie denies she ever wrote him one. 

District Attorney John S. Robb. an- 
nounced his belief that this is the most 
gigantic conspiracy in the history of 
the American courts. 





The defense objected to the introduc- 
tion of these letters, alleging they were | 
forgeries. Judge Frazer declared that | 
if they were forgeries, it would be bet- 
ter to admit them and let the defense | 
prove them so, and then proceed to fur- | 
ther action. So the letters were pre- 
sented and read. |

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—Emperor William 
has authorized Chancellor Von Buelow 


to dissolve the Reichstag, and order new 


elections if the supplementary appropri- 
ations asked for by the Government are 


not granted by the House. 

The question of the Reichstag appro- 
priating enough money to keep the pres- 
ent army in German Southwest Africa 
in the field is, according to the convic- 
tion of the Government, equivalent to 
the question whether the colony shall 
be given up or retained. 

An appeal to the country, if neces- 


sary, will be made on that issue, the 


Government's position being that if the 
present garrison of German Southwest 
Africa is reduced trom 12,0 to 2500 men, 
as the Center party and the extreme 
left contend should be done, the insur- 


gent natives will obtain possession of 


the colony.

CONSPIRACY IS ALLEGED 





Papers Seized After Secretary’s 
Expulsion May Embar- 
rass Pope. 


PONTIFF REMAINS CALM 








Pius Suggests Present Tribula- 
tions May Be Design of 
Providence. 





PARIS, Dec. 12.—The Prefect of Po- 
lice this afternoon announced that the 
Government had accepted the applica- 
tion of M. Martinet, editor of the Re- 
naissance, and Felix Robin, for permis 
sion. under the public meetings law 
of 1881, to hold religious meetings in 
all the churches, as being in compliance 
| with the law. 

In other words, the step taken pro- 
vides for the legalization of Catholie 
services in the churches of Paris to-’ 
morrow. 

The editor’s application, now granted 
by the Government, shows that the rank 
and file of the Iberal Catholics disap- 
prove of the attitude of the authorities 
at Rome tn forbidding obedience to the 
French law. The Figaro todays says 
that Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of 
Paris, at first refused to approve of M. 
Robin's action, but later acquiesced, 
Whether it.is approved by the clergy, 
the Government's acceptance of M. Ro- 
bin’s application legalizes the holding of 
religious services and renders unneces- 
sary any proceeding against Paris 
priests or vicars tomorrow. 

The day of grace granted to the 
churches of Paris tn the execution of 
the Iaw providing for the separation 4f 
church and State postpones until to- 
morrow the measures for its éenferce- 
ment. The delay. however, has only 
served to increase the excitement caused 
by the expulsion from France yesterday 
of Monsignor Montagnini, Secretary of 
the Papal Nunciature at Paris.

Representative Declares System 
of Weighing in Vogue Is 
Not Practicable. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, QDec. 12.—Charging 
that the Government is being grossly 
eWindled by the railroads in the mat- 
ter of railway mali! pay, Representative 
Murdock of Kansas made a plea to the 
House to change the. system. He 
Claimed that the weighing of the mails 
every four years to determine the rate 
of pay is not conducted upon business- 
like principles and showed conclusively 
that the railroads are receiving more 
pay than the weight of the mails enti- 
tle them to. 

“Before this Congress adjourns the 
weighing of the mails in that section 
of the country made up of Ohio, In- 
Mana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Michigan 
aia@l Minnesota will be in progress and 
coiBracts for carrying the mails will 
be made running four years and calling 
for an expenditure which may reach 
$20,000,000 per annum,’’ Mr. Murdock 
said; “This in one section of the 
country will be a greater expenditure 
than was made for like service in the 
whole country in 1888. There are prac- 
tices which should be corrected and 
new methods adopted before any fur- 
ther contracts are made. 


“The first item I desire to explain is 
the false average of daily weight. 
The basis of most of our enormous 
Outlay for railway carriage of mail, 
$46,000,000 this year, is the average 
daily Weight. Antiquated and faulty 
as the system of pay is, still if we 
are to retain it, then the basis of that 
pay, average daily weight, ought to 
be a true and not a false average. 
That the average is mathematically 
faise I believe. An accountant would 
show that through the false average 
this Government in the last 10 years 
has overpaid for the carriage of 
mails somewhere in the region of 
$40,000,000. If the average is cor- 
rected the system of it is still anti- 
DN coe and inequitable and should be 
changed. 

3 System Used for Ye rs. 

“Today in a given section the mail 
may weighed 105 days, Sundays 
nd all, and the result of all these 
hys weighing is totalled. Then to 
Secure the average daily weight, I 
jam informed, the total is not divided 
by 105, but by 90 days; that js the 
Sundays are excluded from the divi- 
sion, but not from the total weight. 
Reducing this system to the basis of 
a -week, seven days’ weighing are ag- 
gregated and the result is divided by 
six.

Men in the Ranks to Present 
Bill to Legis- 
lature. 





THEY WANT MORE MEN 





Insist They Could Work Better 
if Only Eight Hours 
Daily. 


At a meting in the Chestnut Street 
Police Station afternoon sta- 
tistics in conection bill for the 
betterment of conditions the police 
department which is to be introduced at 
the next session of the State Legisla- 
ture will be submitted. 

The figures, compiled 
Sidney Sears and Patrolman William V. 
Jeams, show that the proposed measure 
provides for an addition to the police 
force of 250 patrolmen, 50 probationary 
patrolmen, 30 sergeants, two lieuten- 
ants and two Captains, which will bring 
the total membership of the St. Louis 
Police Department up to 1585 men. 

The additional men will cost the city 


$351,300 annuaily.

force is based on figures showing that 
the population of the city has been 
increased by 154,000 since 1899, when the 
resent police law was enacted, and 
hat the assessed valuation of property 
in St. Louis has increased in the same 
length of time to the extent of $124,- 
194,000, 

The bill also eight-hour in- 
Stead of 12-hour days for policemen; 
and commissions to run 20 years, in- 
stead of four, as at present. 

The police, represented by a commit- 
tee of patrolmen from the various (dis- 
tricts, contend that they have good rea- 
sons for cach demand they make. Their 
reason for the first demand is that the 
membership of the Potice Depariment 
has not been increased since 1899, when 
the present police law went into effect. 
and that the increase of povulation in 
that time has been sufficient to justify 
a larger force of policemen. 

In support of their second demand 
he police declare they could render the 
ec far better service if their work ng 
day Were reduced in hours to the same 
as thaQ enjoyed by men in other lines of 
work. |} They say a_ policeman’ could 
walk faster, act quicker, see further 
and exercise keener judgment if he 
Were allowed a_ sufficient time _ § for 
sleep. 

Under the present platoon’ system. 
which makes a policeman’s day of work 
last from 11 until 11 o'clock, a police- 
man, they say. has no time for his 
family. The only recreation time he has 
is two days off each month. 

Would Take Police From Politics 

In support of the third demand, they 
declare the plan to be the only solution 
of the problem of how to take the police 
out of politics. Under the present law 
a policeman is commissioned for four 
years. Iiach succeeding State adminis- 
tration has the power to drop every 
man, from Chief down. This, the police 
contend, makes grafting possible in the 
department. It also gives men with 
pulls a big advantage. 

With a 20-year commission a man 
could not be quietly dropped from the 
rolls when an unfriendly administration 
comes into power. This, the police say, 
will encourage meritorious men. If a 
policeman pays strict attention to duty 
he neefl have no fear of politicians. 

It is also argued that under a law 
providing for a 20-year commission a 
policeman who has served most of his 
life on the force cannot be “held up” 
for the privilege of retaining his job a 
few years longer to be entitled to a 
pension. 

While only a few policemen are out- 
spoken in their approval of the pro- 
posed bill, its provisions have the hearty 
endorsement of almost every man in 
the department. Several meetings have 
been held by th committee which is 
having the bin prepared, and a fund to 
help obtain the bill's passage is being 
raised by personal contributions by po- 
Heemen. 

Pollee Bonrd Not Opposed. 

While members of the Police Board 
and Chief Creecy are non-committal on 
the subject, they have let it be known 
that they do not object to the efforts 
being made by the men. 

Several bills have been drafted from 
time to time providing for the vartous 
wants of the police from an increased 
ferce to improved pension regulation. 
These bills have been the work of dif- 
ferent committees. The bill which is 
now in course of preparation is be- 
, embody all the wants of the 
men and is destined to take the place 
of those already drafted, unless in the 
future the men should discover that 
they want something else.

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MISSOURI AND TEXAS LAW. 








The Supreme Court of Texas has Leen dealing with 
the question of “bucket-shop” gambling as it has 
been extended to Texas from St. Louis and other 


cities, where the modern form of syndicated gamplng 
eets up headquarters, for operation not only locally 
but by mail and telegraph for hundreds of miles 
‘around. 

It was claimed in the Texas courts that 
places do business in grain, stocks and other articles, 
buying and selling for future delivery on account for 
their customers. .\fter the facts had been presented 
on this claim and argued, the court decides that all 
such contracts are “wagering contracts, nothing more 
than gambling, contrary to public policy and subject 
to the penal code.” 

This is as much the law of Missouri as ot Texas, 
if not more so. In addition to the general and plain 
principles of law on which the Texas decision is 
based, Missouri passed a special statute intended to 
make those who engage in this demoralizing work 
fully “subject to the penal code.” Under the Mis- 
souri law, they commit daily in St. Louis scores of 
offenses, each legaily punishable with imprisonment. 
‘They are punishable not only as gambling trans- 
actions, but often if not generally as frauds in which 
even the gambling is a false pretense, since the re- 
sult is decided not by the market, but by men who 
merely pretend that they are “operating on the 
market.” 

In this case as in nearly every other where an 
evil is widespread and increasing, the result is not 
due to lack of law, but to the lack of enforcement 
for it. The law is clear, just, comprehensive and 
sufficient in nearly every case. It is also clear in 
such cases as this that it fails only as men are 
smuggled into office to prevent its enforcement.

HANDS THAT DO HUUSEWORK

HERE is absolutely no reason why the woman who does housework 

r should not have just as attractive hands as the woman who does noth- 

ing, providing, of course, the worker is willing to take some thought and 
trouble. 

Forethought and care and common sense are the chief requisites of the 
would-be beautiful person. They are more necessary than formulas and ,lo- 
tions. To get back to our rough hands. the most important thing is to know 
how to wash the hands. _Never use a strong soap on the hands, By a strong 
soap I mean one that contains a large quantity of free alkali. You can tell 
is too strong for your skin by testing it with the tip of 
exceeding ‘‘stingy and bitter,’’ it is too 
strong. for the skin of the hands and face. Don't wash the 
hands in cold water. Take warm water, and having washed 
and scrubbed them thoroughly with a nail brush and soap, rinse them in clean 
warm water again, and then dry them partially. While the hands are. stil] 
warm and moist, rub some ordinary cold cream on the chapped surfaces, 
working the cream well into the skin until this absorbs it completely. Now 
wash the hands again quickly, and then dry very thoroughly. If this is rightly 
done te skin will feel smooth and satiny. It is one of the best ways to aver- 
come the daily roughness which exposure brings to a very sensitive skin. 

The houseworker should never throw away her old gloves, particularly her 
old white gloves. They are most useful in protecting the hands, while dust- 
ing, sweeping or wiping dishes. As women often complain that they feel clumsy 
in doing their work with gloves on, by simply cutting away the finger tips this 
sensation is overcome. A very good pajr of gloves which laces up the palm of 
the hands and is bought several sizes larger than the ordinary wearing glove is 
the ideal working glove. But large old gioves do as well. 

When washing the dishes, rubber gloves should be worn, and these must al- 
ways be carefully washed before putting them away, as the grease remaining 
on the rubber will cause it to crack.
